DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

Note: Claims are currently amended by the Applicants. Nonelected claims (3, 6, 
7, 8, 16, and 17) are now rejoined with the elected species and are allowed since these 
claims are dependent on allowed claim 1. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

"a piezoelectric actuator that includes a piezoelectric bi-morph device, the 
piezoelectric actuator including an upper surface and a lower surface on opposite 
sides of the piezoelectric actuator and being positioned on the flexible wiring 
board so as to bridge the pair of through-holes in the flexible wiring board such 
that end portions on the lower surface of the piezoelectric actuator contact the 
flexible wiring board at opposite ends of the piezoelectric actuator, a part of the 
flexible wiring board including a spacer portion that is located between the pair of 
through-holes and that is positioned on the upper surface of the piezoelectric 
actuator, wherein the piezoelectric actuator is mounted on the flexible wiring 
board such that end portions of the upper surface of the piezoelectric actuator or 
a center portion of the lower surface of the piezoelectric actuator are positioned 
to contact the panel through an open portion of the flexible wiring board when the 
piezoelectric actuator is actuated' in combination with other limitations of claim 1 .
